A COUNCIL leader has 
condemned vandals 
who caused thousands 
of pounds damage 
after torching a car in 
a multi-storey car 
park. 

The Ford Escort estate car 
was burned out on the lower 
level of Newmarket’s Guineas 
Centre car park. 

Light fittings were melted 
and walls and ceiling were left 
blackened by the smoke from 
the blaze. 

Repairs to the car park are 
being estimated to cost 
around £20,000. 

Cllr Nigel Roman, deputy 
leader of Forest Heath District 
Council which owns the car 
park, said: “The local taxpayer 
will have to pay for what some 
idiots have done. 

“I wonder if whoever is 
responsible for this realises 
that they, or their parents, will 
have to pay for the repairs 
through their council tax. 

“We need to hit home about 
this. It’s not just the council 
that has to pay. It costs the 


ratepayers.” Patrolling police 
officers noticed smoke coming 
from the car park at around 
1.40am on Friday and alerted 
the fire service. 

Two fire crews were called to 
the scene and firefighters had 
to use breathing apparatus 
because of the thick smoke. 

Part of the car park was 
taped off on Friday after the 
fire while arrangements were 


made for the removal of the 
car. 

The council later closed the 
ground floor of the car park to 
allow structural engineers to 
assess the damage. 

A council spokeswoman 
said 10 lights in the car park 
had been broken at the same 
time as the fire was started. 

However, the council has 
almost fully re-opened the car 


park apart from six spaces 
where the fire happened. 

The car park has been a 
target for vandals in recent 
weeks with damage being 
caused almost every night. 

Graffiti has been sprayed on 
the walls and recently- 
installed light fittings have 
been smashed. 

Drain and gulley covers have 
also been stolen. 


Nearby shops also had 
windows smashed earlier this 
month. 

Suffolk police confirmed the 
incident on Friday was being 
investigated as arson.

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Betting shop 
would join 10 
other bookies 

A NEW betting shop is planned 
in Newmarket which already has 
10 bookies. 

National chain William Hill is 
bidding to open a shop in the 
town by converting part of an 
empty shop in the Guineas 
Centre. 

Forest Heath District Council 
planners have already warned 
that the proposal “may not be 
acceptable” in pre-application 
talks with the company’s 
representatives. 

The new betting shop is 
planned for part of the former 
Linen and Things shop over¬ 
looking the town’s Market 
Square. It is just yards from one 
of the town’s four Ladbrokes 
betting shops and the Coral 
bookmakers in nearby Well¬ 
ington Street. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, the mayor, 
said the town council could not 
determine what type of shops 
are established. She said that, 
although the town council can 
comment on planning appli¬ 
cations, the decision rested with 
the district council. 

“If people want to invest in the 
town, it’s up to them,” she said. 

The application by William 
Hill, which currently does not 
have a betting shop in New¬ 
market, shows that the new shop 
would provide jobs for two full¬ 
time employees and four part- 
time workers. Proposed opening 
hours are 7.30am to 10pm every 
day including Sundays and Bank 
Holidays. 



Firefighters free woman after A11 crash 


AN ELDERLY woman was taken to hospital 
with chest injuries after a two-vehicle 
crash on the All on Friday afternoon. 

Firefighters helped to release her from 
the Land Rover Freelander she was 
driving by cutting off one of the doors. 

She was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital after the smash on the 


northbound carriageway just south of the 
Fiveways roundabout at Barton Mills. 

Police said her injuries were not 
believed to have been serious. 

A man, believed to have been a 
passenger in the Freelander, suffered a 
knee injury. 

The other vehicle was a Rover 420 car. 


The driver is believed to have escaped 
injury. 

The crash, which happened just before 
2.30pm, blocked the carriageway for 
about an hour and traffic was diverted via 
Worlington and Mildenhall. 

Fire crews from Mildenhall and 
Newmarket were called to the scene. 


Tributes to ‘lovely 
chap’ who died 
on building site 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a “lovely 
chap” who died suddenly on a building 
site. 

Site manager Mervyn Clingo, 60, who 
worked for a Mildenhall company, is 
believed to have suffered a serious 
heart attack while working on a deve¬ 
lopment in Wisbech Road, Littleport. 

His co-workers were left “shaken up” 
after the incident on Tuesday, October 
13. Emergency services rushed to the 
scene but Mr Clingo, from Downham 
Market, Norfolk, had already died. 

He was the site manager for 
Cocksedge Building Contractors, based 
in Mildenhall, which is being employed 
by housing provider Sanctuary 
Hereward to develop the site. 

Bulldozers had moved into Wisbech 
Road to demolish derelict council 
houses there and Mr Clingo was 
overseeing the next stage of the project, 
which involves building 20 affordable 
new homes. 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
Coroner’s Office confirmed Mr Clingo 
died of natural causes, and an inquest 
was therefore not being opened. 

Steve Nugent, construction director 
at Cocksedge Building Contractors, 
said: “Mervyn was such a lovely chap 
and the kind of guy that anyone could 
get on well with. 

“It’s just such a sad thing to happen.” 

Mark Osborne, senior development 
officer at Sanctuary Group, said: “I and 
some of my colleagues have been 
working closely with Mervyn since the 
project started, on site, back in April 
this year, and we were all shocked and 
deeply saddened to learn of his death.”

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SOS bus picks 
up first 'fares’

THE FIRST outing by a new 
SOS bus has been hailed a 
success. 

The bus, which has just gone 
into service after two years of 
talks and fund-raising, attracted 
favourable comments from 
revellers in Newmarket High 
Street at the weekend. 

It was parked outside the town’s 
post office to provide a “place of 
safety” for people who may have 
had too much to drink or taken 
drugs. 

Volunteers from the St John 
Ambulance Brigade were on 
board to provide medical atten¬ 
tion for anyone needing it. 

An ambulance was called to 
take a young woman to hospital 
after she told volunteers she 
thought her drink had been 
spiked. 

Volunteers also helped others 
call for lifts home. There were 
around 20 “contacts” with the bus 
by people wanting help or 
somewhere to just sit and relax. 

The town was particularly busy 
with racegoers from the Champ¬ 
ions Day meeting at Newmarket 


mingling with night clubbers who 
went to a foam party at 
Innocence, almost next to where 
the bus was parked, as well as 
regular clients of the town’s “night 
time economy”. 

Sue McAllister, project officer of 
Newmarket Community Part¬ 
nership (NCP) which helped set 
up the bus, said: “Without 
exception everybody was incred¬ 
ibly interested in what the bus 
was doing. 

“One visitor to the town from 
London asked why there wasn’t 
an SOS bus in his area. It was 
such a good feeling to have that 
amount of support. 

“The volunteers were fantastic 


and helped quite a lot of people.” 

She said door staff from 
Innocence gave silver “space 
blankets” to volunteers on the bus 
to use to keep revellers warm. The 
blankets were being handed out 
at the club for those who 
attended the foam party. 

John Durrant, treasurer of NCR 
said: “Overall we are well-pleased 
with the first night.” 

The bus is expected to become 
a regular feature of the street 
scene in Newmarket on Saturday 
nights. There are also plans to use 
it in Bury St Edmunds. 

The £75,000 cost of converting 
the bus was mainly financed by 
councils and government bodies.

Cup to become his 250th 
winner at Newmarket. 

“Champions’ Day really 
lived up to its name.”

During her visit next 
Thursday, the Queen is 
expected to learn about 
plans for a new cancer 
centre for animals and 
the trust’s work in 
tackling strangles - the 
potentially fatal disease 
which affects horses.

It employs 
more than 200 people 
and last year treated 
nearly 3,000 cats and 
dogs and nearly 700 
horses.

Her keen interest in 
horses and racing has 
made her a regular 
visitor to Newmarket 
races and associated 
facilities. 

Last year she officially 
opened a new centre at 
Rossdales vets’ horse 
hospital in Exning.

Racial abuse 
case teenager 
escapes jail 


A TEENAGER avoided 
a prison sentence for 
shouting racial abuse 
and kicking the door of 
a house where Mus¬ 
lims were praying. 

Police arrested Simon 
Hughes, 18, after finding 
him “extremely agitated” 
with his shirt off outside a 
house in Wellington Street, 
Newmarket, where an Asian 
group was holding a prayer 
meeting, magistrates at Bury 
St Edmunds heard. 

There had earlier been an 
exchange of blows between 
Hughes and an Asian man 
and shouts of racial abuse 
from a group of white 
youths. 

Hughes, of Rowley Drive, 
Newmarket, admitted 
racially and religiously- 
aggravated threatening 
behaviour and was made the 
subject of a community 
order for a year in which he 
must complete 200 hours of

unpaid work and be 
supervised by a probation 
officer. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£85 prosecution costs. 

Carolyn Heywood, 
presiding magistrate, told 
him: “This case came close 
to a custodial sentence and 
that could still be an option 
if you fail to complete the 
community order. 

“You used appalling 
language while drunk and 
while the victims were 
praying. We have considered 
the effect on the victims and 
the court will not tolerate 
this sort of behaviour.” 

Emma Howson, 

prosecuting, said police 
were called to Wellington 
Street at 9.50pm on 
September 17. 

Hughes kicked the front 
door of the house and was 


goaded by other youths to 
kick the door down. A traffic 
cone was also thrown at the 
house. 

After Hughes was arrested 
he had to be transferred 
from a police car into a van 
because he tried to injure 
himself. 

In the police van on the 
way to Bury St Edmunds 
police station he shouted 
another torrent of racial 
abuse in which he said: “I’m 
sick of Pakistanis. They’re 
taking over the world.” 

Declan Gallagher, in 
mitigation, said Hughes had 
“absolutely no idea of the 
significance of what he was 
doing.” 

He said Hughes had taken 
a “significant amount” of 
drink that night and what he 
said was not indicative of 
“deep-seated racist beliefs or 
creed.” 

He said Hughes’ hopes to 
join the Army could be 
affected by the court case. 
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Plans for shop 
in bungalow’s 
garden are 
turned down 

PLANS to build a shop in the back 
garden of a bungalow have been 
rejected. 

Councillors turned down Andrew 
Leach’s application for planning 
permission for the proposed lock-up 
shop which would front onto 
Parsonage Lane, Burwell. 

The scheme faced opposition from 
people living nearby. But it had been 
recommended for approval by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
planners. 

Now councillors have over-ruled 
their officers’ views and have rejected 
the application on the grounds of 
harm to the amenity of the area. 

The shop was planned next door to 
the village’s branch of Barclays Bank. 

Although it was proposed to be built 
in the garden of a bungalow in nearby 
Pound Close it would face onto 
Parsonage Lane. 

People living nearby complained 
that the shop would affect property 
values in the area and cause 
additional parking and traffic 
problems. Some residents also 
referred to covenants on properties in 
the area restricting developments of 
this kind. 

Burwell Parish Council also 
opposed the plan. 

But district council planners had 
said the scheme was acceptable sub¬ 
ject to conditions which included 
restricting opening hours to 9am to 
5.30pm Monday to Saturday with no 
opening on Sundays or Bank Holidays. 



Police investigate 
spate of vandalism 

HUNDREDS of pounds damage 
has been caused to residents’ 
cars in a spate of vandalism. 

Cars parked in driveways and on 
the street at Weston Way, 
Newmarket, have been scratched 
and dented in several nights of 
attacks. 

One resident said: “The bonnet of 
my car looked as if someone has 
skated on it. The side had also 
been ‘keyed.’ 

“Another car over the road has 
been scratched all the way 
round.” 

Four cars in driveways were 
damaged last Thursday night. 

The previous weekend three cars 
were scratched in the same street 
and another car was scratched on 
Monday night last week. 

Members of Suffolk police’s 
Newmarket Safer Neighbourhood 
Team are investigating the 
incidents and are carrying out 
house-to-house inquiries in the 
street. 


Grower Ted repays hospice by selling all that veg 


A PENSIONER has fulfilled his wife’s dying 
wish by raising £1,000 in a year to support 
the hospice that cared for her. 

Ted Slaney and his wife Joy previously 
raised money for cancer research by selling 
vegetables and eggs outside their home in 
Manderston Road, Newmarket. 

They raised around £20,000 over 20 
years for national charity Cancer Research 
UK. 

But when Mrs Slaney was in St Nicholas 
Hospice, Bury St Edmunds, she suggested 
that the money raised should be switched to 


the hospice as a local charity. 

Mr Slaney, 82, said: “I can never repay 
what the hospice did for her. While she was 
at the hospice, Joy once told one of the 
nurses that she felt like she was being 
treated like the Queen and it was true. 

“From looking after her to making sure 
she ate something, the staff couldn’t do 
enough for her.” 

Mrs Slaney, who was 67, died about a 
year ago and now the money raised by 
selling surplus vegetables from Mr Slaney’s 
allotment has been presented to hospice 


community fund raiser Ian Norris. 

Mr Slaney said he had “great support” 
from the community including one man who 
gives £20 a month. 

A friend gave a bicycle which was sold for 
£50. The buyer originally paid £40, but gave 
an additional £10 when they knew where the 
money was going. 

Mr Norris said: “We are delighted to 
receive such a generous donation from Ted. 

“Donations such as these are a lifeline to 
the hospice and we cannot thank him 
enough for his kindness and generosity.”

PEDESTRIANS escaped injury 
when a lorry mounted the 
pavement and hit a bus shelter.

The area was cordoned off 
by the police until the shelter 
could be removed by council 
workers. 

The incident happened at 
about 9.30am on Monday. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
police confirmed that no-one 
was injured. 

The lorry driver was being 
questioned this week. 


Buhary Razeef, team leader 
at the KFC, said: “The delivery 
man went back to the van and 
we heard a crash. 

“The bus shelter was totally 
damaged. 

“The police have said we 
can’t open until the shelter is 
taken away.” 

The shelter is owned by 
Newmarket Town Council. 

Isabelle Barrett, town clerk, 
said: “We have been speaking 
to our insurers to get approval 
for our contractors, Moons, to 
come and take it away. 

“It was absolutely lucky that 
no-one was injured. That’s the 
important thing. Everything 
else can be replaced.” 

The cost of replacing the 
shelter is believed to be around 
£5,000.

Crews tackle straw 
stack blaze 

FIREFIGHTERS were kept busy 
checking a straw stack which 
caught fire on Sunday. 

They were first called to the 
stack, at Warren Road, Kennett, 
just before 2pm. 

Crews remained at the scene for 
most of the day to prevent the 
blaze from spreading to nearby 
woods and a pig farm.

Man made threat

Heslop walked off while 
members of the other group 
sat on a bench to have a 
cigarette. 

Shortly afterwards Heslop 
reappeared with a claw 
hammer and an eight-inch 
knife he had got from a flat in 
The Rookery nearby where he 
was living at the time. 

The group ran off but they 
heard him shout: “I’m going 
to cut you all, going to stab 
you all. 

“I’m going to get you all, 
I’m going to kill you all.” 

A CCTV operator saw the 
incident on camera and 
alerted police who found 


Heslop with the weapons still 
in his hands. 

He was ordered to lie on 
the ground and was hand¬ 
cuffed. 

Miss Eley said that Heslop, 
who admitted having drunk 
eight pints of beer, two 
bottles of wine and several 
shots, was clearly intoxicated. 

Jade Martin, in mitigation, 
said that Heslop had drunk so 
much that his memories of 
what took place that night 
were extremely vague but he 
accepted that he had been in 
the wrong. 

She said Heslop was now 
regularly attending Alcoholics 
Anonymous and had not had 
an alcoholic drink since the 
incident.

Criminals’ cash goes to projects 


CASH, seized from criminals, has 
been earmarked for four projects 
in Cambridgeshire.

Cambridgeshire Criminal 
Justice Board chair Tom Jefford 
announced three youth projects 
and a scheme helping elderly 
residents to protect their homes 
against burglars, will receive 
grants. 

Community Cashback gives 
people a direct say in how 
criminals’ cash can be used to

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Wartime letter 
has just arrived

A LETTER written by a 
British soldier during the 
Second World War has been 
delivered to an American 
Air Force base - 60 years 
late. 

Serviceman Charles Fleming 
sent the hand-written letter to a 
woman - identified only as 
“dearest” - on March 20,1945. 

But it was delivered last week to 
RAF Lakenheath, the biggest 
USAF base in Britain, causing a 
puzzle for post room staff. 

It appears to have been sent to 
the base by Royal Mail staff 
because the letter was written on 
American Red Cross paper. 

Its original envelope has 
disappeared and the letter was in 
a new Royal Mail envelope. 

A note from a Royal Mail staff 
member said: “found loose in 
post - please direct if possible.” 

The letter also contained three 
photographs inside the envelope 
which included a portrait picture 
of Fleming, a picture of his

regiment and a picture of him in 
Florence, Italy. 

The two-page letter has writing 
on both sides and is signed 
“Charles” and offers information 


about life in a military camp, or 
possibly a hospital, in Italy. 

He wrote: “Don’t get the idea I 
am hors de combat with an 
American nurse holding my 
hand!” 

RAF Commander at 
Lakenheath, Squadron Leader 
Jerry Neild, 53, said: “It’s a really 
lovely letter representative of the 
age. We believe it came from a 
British serviceman but it is a 
complete mystery as to who he is. 

“We think it has come from the 
Royal Mail sorting centre in 
Peterborough which is where 
most of our mail passes through. 

“This letter and photographs 
really are part of history and we 
are appealing to the public to 
help us track him or his family 
down so we can pass it on.” 

A Royal Mail spokeswoman said 
it was impossible for the item to 
have been in their system for 
more than 60 years. 

She said: “The item would not 
have been in our system for that 
length of time and the most likely 
explanation is that it was recently 
reposted into Royal Mail.” 

Contact the Weekly News if you 
can shed light on the mystery. 


Traveller site plans spark protest 


PLANS to build two traveller sites 
in Soham have sparked a major 
protest in the town. 

Residents are in uproar over 
proposals, which could see 
traveller families setting up camp 
on land east of Long Dolver 
Drove. 

Mrs S Martin, of Bushel Lane, 
has applied for planning 
permission to change the use of 
the land. 

If planners agree, it would 
allow two traveller families to 
move there and build permanent 
pitches. 

But dozens of people living on 
Long Dolver Drove and nearby 
Hasse Road have sent a petition 
to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council against Mrs Martins’ 
application. 

Numerous letters have also 
been sent to the authority - 


although residents insist their 
gripe is not against the travellers 
themselves. 

Robert Peacock, of Long Dolver 
Drove, said people’s biggest 
concern was the issue of access, 
with the single track road leading 
to the site not even being wide 
enough for a refuse lorry to get 
down. 

He said the junction from the 
site onto the drove is also blind to 
the right. 

Mr Peacock said: “It is just not 
suitable for more traffic. 

“There are no designated 
parking spaces along that road 
and, if we have more traffic there, 
I can see people getting into a 
real pickle.” 

Another resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “People 
might think we are up in arms 
about this because it involves 


travellers but that is not the case. 

“There are many traveller 
families in Soham and they fit in 
with the local community well. 

“The problems here are about 
access, as it really is unsuitable 
for vehicles. 

“The road is bordered by a 
ditch on one side and properties 
on the other so will not be able to 
be widened either.” 

Soham Town Council, which 
also received objections from 
residents, has recommended 
refusal of the scheme, claiming 
access to the site was “totally 
inadequate” for increased traffic 
flow. 

The plans are due to go before 
the district council on 
Wednesday, November 4.

Troops off to 
Afghanistan 

SOME 380 troops from 
the Royal Anglian Regi¬ 
ment will reinforce 
British forces in Afghan¬ 
istan, the Ministry of 
Defence has confirmed. 
Three companies from 
the Vikings’ 1 st 
Battalion, including 
recruits from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and the 
surrounding counties, 
will be deployed to Hel- 
mand province. 

In total, 500 extra 
soldiers are being sent 
to the troubled region. 
The 1 st Battalion 
underwent training 
during 2008 for opera¬ 
tions in Iraq but, when 
they were not required, 
were designated as a 
force ready to deploy at 
short notice to opera¬ 
tions around the world. 

In Afghanistan they will 
support 11 Light 
Brigade to improve 
security and help the 
country’s army to take 
responsibility for 
defence. 

Police get set 
for Olympics 

POLICE officers from 
Cambridgeshire could 
be shifted to London for 
the 2012 Olympic 
Games. 

Chief Constable Julie 
Spence will tell Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police Auth¬ 
ority that the force is 
bracing itself to lose 
officers, either for good 
or for set periods, to the 
Met. 

The report, which will 
be handed to the 
authority this week, 
comes on the back of 
Mrs Spence’s warning 
that she could lose up to 
20 per cent of her 
officers because of 
expected cuts in public 
services. 

The double blow could 
come as the force 
needs more officers in 
the run-up to the 
Games. 

£231 m wiped 
off pensions 

AN incredible £231 
million has been wiped 
off the value of 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s pension 
scheme in just one year. 
Massive losses on the 
stock exchange, bond 
and equities markets 
during the global econo¬ 
mic crisis saw the 
council’s pension pot 
lose almost 20 per cent 
of its value - falling 
from £1.3 billion in April 
2008 to £1.1 billion in 
April 2009. 

Cabinet member for 
resources and 
performance, Cllr John 
Reynolds, said the 
council still had enough 
assets to cover the 
11,604 council pen¬ 
sions currently paid. 

The pension pot, which 
has shrunk by 18.8 per 
cent since April 2008 
and by 5.8 percent 
since April 2006, must 
also cover the future 
pensions of 23,071 
people currently paying 
into the scheme. 



Majestic wine 
plan approved

CONTROVERSIAL plans 
for a retail wine ware¬ 
house at a busy road 
junction have been 
approved. 

Councillors granted per¬ 
mission for national chain 
Majestic Wine to build the 
store on the site of former tyre 
depot and garage at New¬ 
market’s Clocktower junction. 

The decision was against 
the advice of planning officers 
at Forest Heath District 
Council who argued that the 
building would harm the set¬ 
ting of the historic Clocktower 
and the town’s conservation 
area. 

But supporters of the 
scheme, including the Save 
Historic Newmarket Action 
Group (SHNAG) and the town 
council, said the building, as 
currently proposed, was 
preferable to an earlier plan 
for a much taller building. 

The row, which has gone on 
for more than a year, has led 
to accusations by SHNAG that 


council planners were trying 
to insist on a larger building 
than needed. 

The council’s planning 
department called in the 
Inspire East independent 
design panel to consider the 
scheme. 

The panel agreed that the 
previous design was unsat¬ 
isfactory but it also said the 
latest single-storey building 
would be harmful to the 
setting of the Clocktower, 
built to commemorate Queen 
Victoria’s jubilee. 

A report to councillors, by 


planning officer Rachel 
Almond, said the current 
design could be described as a 
lost opportunity to signi¬ 
ficantly improve a prominent 
site in the town. 

But members of the com¬ 
mittee voted to approve the 
scheme which includes 
demolition of adjoining Heath 
Cottage. 

Conditions attached to the 
approval include require¬ 
ments for specified building 
materials to be used to match 
the character of nearby 
buildings. 


No escape 
for foreign 
motorists 
facing fines 

FOREIGN fine dodgers have 
no escape after new legis¬ 
lation launched in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Those who previously 
ducked paying fines for road 
offences will no longer get 
away with it, according to 
police. 

Previously motorists who 
did not have a satisfactory 
address in the UK were often 
not paying fines because of 
the difficulty tracing them. 

Now motorists without a 
satisfactory UK address will 
get an on-the-spot fine. This 
can be paid with cash, credit 
or debit card. 

Those who are unable to 
pay may have their vehicles 
impounded until they can 
find the funds, or could be 
arrested. 

Insp Chris Skepper, from 
the roads policing unit, said: 
“This new system has been 
put in place to ensure fine 
dodgers, who have prev¬ 
iously escaped their fines 
because they do not have a 
satisfactory UK address, now 
have to pay like all other 
motorists.” 

Fines will range between 
£60 and £200, depending on 
the severity of the in¬ 
fringement.

Mr Burdette-Deakin has 
offered to use a harness on 
the bird - but Andy 
Campbell, managing director 
of Stagecoach Cambridge¬ 
shire, said a member of staff 
would have to go and view 
the harness before this can 
be deemed an acceptable 
solution.

A14 truckers being targeted by ‘insider job’ thieves 


LORRIES on the A14 are being 
targeted by thieves through tip-offs 
from the industry, adding to costs for 
business and putting drivers at risk, it 
has been claimed. 

John Bridge, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce, said truckers were forced 
to stop in laybys when their hours 
ran out and that there were 
insufficient facilities for lorries in the 
county. 

Mr Bridge, who has a background 
in haulage, spoke out after Thomas 
Riley, 30, was jailed for an attempted 
theft from a lorry parked on the A14 
near Huntingdon. 


Riley, of Shacklady Road, Kirkby, 
was given a further three months for 
driving while disqualified and was 
banned from driving for 18 months. 
He admitted both offences. 

The Crown court in Huntingdon 
heard that Riley had numerous 
previous convictions, including two 
offences of breaking in to lorries. 

Judge Nicholas Coleman told Riley: 
“It is manifestly clear this was an 
organised crime. This type of offence 
is all too common on the A14.” 

He said drivers were easy prey 
when they parked at night. 

Sally Hobson, prosecuting, said the 


lorry driver had parked his vehicle, 
laden with pushchairs and car seats, 
off the A14 to sleep last June, but 
shortly after midnight he felt the 
lorry move and saw a silhouette at 
the rear. 

He called the police from his cab 
and they arrived as a second lorry, 
driven by Riley, was pulling out of the 
layby. It was stopped in Northamp¬ 
tonshire. Miss Hobson said the lorry 
had been broken in to, but the cargo 
was still intact. 

Tom Urwin, defending, said Riley, 
who had a troubled background, had 
been forced into the offence by 
criminal acquaintances in Liverpool 


but was now committed to turning 
his life around. 

He said his own former family 
haulage business in Huntingdon had 
been targeted by thieves who had 
clearly been looking for a 
consignment of Christmas hampers 
which had fallen through and the 
thieves had slashed their way into 
other curtain-sided vehicles looking 
for the goods. 

Mr Bridge said: “The driver here 
did the right thing by not getting out 
of the cab. They are at risk and you 
have to be very careful.” He said the 
thefts had an impact on business as 
well as vehicle insurance.

£24.1 m spent 
on racehorses 


A RISE in the amount 
spent at the latest 
racehorse sales in 
Newmarket has giv¬ 
en industry leaders 
cause for optimism. 

A total of £24.1 million 
was spent when 900 
horses were sold in the 
second and third parts of 
Tattersalls’ October year¬ 
ling sales. 

Last year, £23.5 million 
was spent although fewer 
horses were sold - 780 
with an average price paid 
of £30,272. This year’s 
average was £26,842. 

Edmond Mahony, 
Tattersalls chairman, had 
previously welcomed an 
increase in overall turn¬ 
over in the Book 1 sale. 

He said the increased 
spending in the Book 2 
and 3 sales had been a 
“real boost” for the British 
and Irish bloodstock 


industries. 

He said: “There was 
understandable trepid¬ 
ation going into this year’s 
Tattersalls’ October Year¬ 
ling Sale and there would 
be few pundits who 
would have anticipated 
similar turnover to last

“The competition for 
yearlings at all levels of 
the market has been the

“Newmarket remains 
the focal point of 
European racing and 
breeding and the most

COLOURFUL tropical birds have 
turned up in gardens in the region. 

Ring-necked parakeets, which 
originate from India, were 
photographed feeding off a 
hawthorn bush in a garden in 
Newmarket. 

Annette Sugg, of Manderston 
Road, Newmarket, said: “We feed 
the birds in our garden every 
morning and we were quite 
surprised when these parakeets 
turned up. Two were blue and one 
was green. We understand the 
blue ones are rare.” 

A spokeswoman for the Royal 


Society for the Protection of Birds 
said parakeets had been spotted in 
the wild in Cambridgeshire and in 
Norfolk as long ago as 1850. 

She said: “Blue parakeets don't 
have an established population 
here in the UK and the birds seen 
in this instance are most likely to 
have escaped.” 

Most of the more than 4,000 
parakeets in Britain are in London 
and areas south of the capital. 
Nearly all are the green variety. 

They eat nuts, berries and 
seeds and roost in flocks of 
several hundred.

Court plan 
Is ‘closure 
by stealth’

AN angry MP has com¬ 
plained to Justice Secr¬ 
etary Jack Straw about 
the closure “by stealth” 
of a town’s magistrates’ 
court. 

Richard Spring, whose West 
Suffolk constituency includes 
Mildenhall, has described 
plans to permanently close the 
town’s court as “disgraceful 
and unacceptable”. 

No cases have been heard at 
the 100-year-old court build¬ 
ing in Police Station Square 
this year after court staff, in 
consultation with magistrates, 
ruled it was unsuitable. 

All cases from Mildenhall, 
and the Newmarket area, have 
been switched to Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates’ courts. 

Now a formal consultation 
has been launched by the 
Justice Ministry about a perm¬ 
anent closure of the building. 

The court in Newmarket 
closed about 20 years ago. 

Mr Spring said in a letter to 
Mr Straw: “Local justice should 
be undertaken by local magis¬ 
trates in their local comm¬ 
unities where at all possible. 

“The destruction of local 
magistrates’ courts has res¬ 
ulted in the accumulated 
knowledge of really local mag¬ 
istrates being denied to the 
proper carrying out of justice.” 

He said closures had result¬ 
ed in more expense for defen¬ 
dants, witnesses, lawyers and 
the police. 

“None of this had remotely 
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Disgraceful: MP Richard Spring 
has stepped into the debate on 
court closures. 

resulted in a better system and 
the closures have been under¬ 
taken by stealth. 

“Obviously by depriving 
Mildenhall magistrates’ court 
of a rota of activities, it has 
been subjected to a slow but 
inevitable process of 
strangulation.” 

He said that those respon¬ 
sible should be ashamed. 

Cllr Nigel Roman, deputy 
leader of Forest Heath District 
Council and a former magis¬ 
trate, said: “I’m appalled. Once 
again local justice is being 
dispensed somewhere else.” 

He said “60-70 per cent” of 
cases reported from Bury St 
Edmunds court involved the 
Mildenhall or Newmarket 
areas, and the extra expense 
could include paying for taxis 
to get defendants to court. 

“This is another cost on the 
taxpayer and I can’t see how 
they can justify it,” he said. 

The court is among 21 
across the country facing clos¬ 
ure. The consultation period 
runs until January.

Braveheart’s beauty 
is back in Character 


C atherine McCormack shot 
to fame as Murron 
MacClannough in the 
1995 blockbuster Braveheart. 

“It was a very exciting time for me,” 
says Catherine. “I was only 23 at the 
time, so it was quite nerve-wracking. I 
only had a small part but I worked on 
the production for six months and was 
back and forward shooting for that time, 
so I learned a lot about film-making.” 

Her performance in Braveheart 
paved the way for her roles in Spy 
Game and Dangerous Beauty, but 
despite her film success she remains 
loyal to her love of the theatre and it was 
her West End debut as the lead in Anna 
Weiss; All My Sons, alongside Julie 
Walters, which won her a 2001 
Laurence Olivier Theatre Award 
nomination for Best Supporting Actress. 

She says: “If I had to choose 
between film and theatre, I think it would 
have to be theatre. But I guess if I was 
only doing theatre I’d say film or TV. So, 
actually, I think a mixture of all of them 
is best.” 

Six Characters in Search of an 
Author is her latest stage production. 
Written by Luigi Pirandello and first 
performed in 1921, the celebrated satire 
has been brought to life in Headlong 
Theatre’s radical interpretation under 
director Rupert Goold, with a talented 
cast which also includes Wycliffe star 
Jack Shepherd.

declaring themselves fictional 
characters in search of an author. As the 
compelling narrative unfolds, their story 
is filmed and reality and fiction become 
increasingly blurred. 

“It’s a very strong play,” says 
Catherine. “I’d seen it the year before in 
the West End and I loved it. I thought it 
was an incredible production, very 
original and innovative. 

“I play the producer, and instantly 
loved the character. It’s sort of about a 
woman who’s avoided living her own 
life and in many ways telling everybody 
else’s story, being a documentary film 
maker, while avoiding dealing with the 
death of her sister.” 

As well as Shepherd, who Catherine 
describes as “a talented, charming 
man”, she appears alongside local 
actors Laurence Carolan and Josh 
Isbitsky on alternate performances. 

Six Characters in Search of an 
Author comes to Cambridge following 
the opening run at Bristol’s Old Vic, 
where following four weeks of 
rehearsals in London, the cast got to 
grips with the staging. “Technically 
there’s a lot going on around you on 
stage,” explains Catherine. “It was good 
to have the usual four weeks of 
rehearsals without all of the technical 
wizardry going on so we could follow 


the journey and understand all of the 
characters and places in the play, but 
then we had to start to work around 
that.” 

Described as “one of the most 
exciting directors of his generation” 
(Daily Telegraph) Goold is generally 
considered to have the Midas touch 
when it comes to plays and opera. 

“This is the first time I’ve met Rupert 
Goold and he’s great,” admits 
Catherine. “He’s a very busy man and 
was directing an opera at the same time 
as Six Characters ; he’s quite a brilliant 
man.” 


Catherine is unsure whether more 
theatre or perhaps another film will 
come next. 

“I’ve never been one of those actors 
that know in advance that something’s 
coming up,” she says. “So I’ll be 
footloose and fancy-free for a while 
again!”

HAVE you ever wanted to live 
like a caveman? Write a 
mystery story?

Now in its second year, the festival 
started yesterday and runs to 
November 1. Designed to get people 
talking about the arts, humanities and 
social sciences, the programme 
includes more than 150 events aimed 
at all ages - everything from fun 
hands-on workshops for children to 
thought-provoking debates and 
lectures for adults (including a talk by 
TV historian David Starkey). 

Organised by Cambridge University 
and Anglia Ruskin University, the 
festival includes a family day on 
Saturday and promises a host of 
special events for children, their 
parents and even grandparents. 

Adored children’s author Michael 
Morpurgo is among the writers giving 
workshops and talks. There will be a 
chance to throw a pot, write poetry, 
contemplate murder and even sit an 
exam. 

And, taking place in lecture halls, 
university departments, art galleries 
and other venues around the city, the 
vast majority of sessions are free 
(though some need to be booked). 

Highlights of the family day include 
a workshop with best-selling writer 
Caroline Lawrence, author of the 
Roman Mysteries series. Appearing in 
Lady Mitchell Flail from noon until 
1 pm, she will demonstrate how to use 
Greek myths for story structure, how

to create clues and how to find 
dramatic settings. 

Kids can also travel through time 
on family day - to see what it’s like to 
live like a caveman. Taking place at 
Cambridge Archaeological Unit, 
Storey’s Way, Pre-History Day runs 
from 10am-4pm and is a chance to 
see flint-knapping, butchery, Stone 
Age cooking techniques and rock art. 
You can also try your hand at pottery, 
“hunting” with a spear thrower and 
digging for archaeological finds in a 
test pit. 

The talk A Day in the Life of a 
Medieval Muslim will answer all kinds 
of questions: What was it like to live in 
medieval Baghdad, Cordoba or Cairo? 
Flow did people make a living? What 


was important to them? Flow did they 
spend their free time? Field at the 
Faculty of Asian and Middle Eastern 
Studies, on the Sidgwick Site, the talk 
will run from 12.30-1.30pm. 

If you’ve ever wanted to design 
manuscript illuminations or write 
Celtic poetry, head for the Department 
of Anglo-Saxon, Norse and Celtic, also 
on the Sidgwick Site, from 1.30- 
4.30pm. Exploring Medieval Celtic 
Culture is an interactive guide to life in 
Celtic times - and includes a lesson 
in mixing ancient herbal remedies. 

A Victorian schoolteacher will be 
taking lessons at Newnham College 
from 10.30am-12.30pm. The 
workshops will be a chance to learn 
about girls’ education in the 19th 
century and you can sit an exam from 
the 1850s too. 

Interested in exploring “the hidden 
acoustic world around us”? Artist 
Luke Jerram will be conducting an 
orchestra with a difference at the 
Botanic Garden on family day. Using a 
series of tiny microphones, he will 
amplify the sounds plants make, 
including cells popping, gurgling and 
hissing. The Plant Orchestra will run 
from 5.30-8pm; places should be 
booked on (01223) 766766. 

Finally, families can test their moral 
compass by contemplating the law of 
murder. Flow should the law be 
defined? Flow should the criminal law 
deal with people who kill in self- 
defence or in anger or necessity? 
Professor Graham Virgo will explore 
the legal and ethical problems relating 
to the crime of murder, with reference 
to real cases, from 1 lam-noon at 
Newnham College.

Prepare your garden 
for ‘firework display’ 


A utumn splendour is 
always the grand 
finale of the growing 
season, as leaves turn 
vibrant shades of yellow, 
orange and deep red, 
while berries provide 
further interest - and not 
just for the birds. 

So, if you are now looking out 
on a bare garden with little 
colour, think about the 
ornamentals you could plant to 
add some pizzazz to the scene 
and contrast well with each 
other. 

Autumn colour shows up best 
with a solid, dark background 
such as conifers and evergreen 
shrubs, so bear this in mind 
when planning. 

Trees should be used carefully 
so that their effect is a highlight 
rather than just a small part of a 
busy planting scheme. Green is 
still the most important colour 
in the garden and should 
therefore be the most prevalent, 
so don’t overdo it with bright- 
leafed plants or the effect will 
not be restful. 

The ornamental cherry 
(Prunus sargentii) is a wonderful 
specimen whose young leaves 
are red, turning to dark green. In 
early autumn they become 
brilliant orange-red and finally a 
deep red. The leaves don’t drop 
at the first hint of frost, but last 
longer on the tree. 

A smaller tree is the Persian 
ironwood (Parrotia persica), 
which grows to eight metres and 
whose leaves turn to a 
patchwork of orange, bright red

and purple-red in autumn, 
although it needs acid soil for 
good leaf colour. 

Combine trees and shrubs of 
different hues. 

The rich, deep reds and 
burgundies of Japanese maples 
such as Acer palmatum 
‘Bloodgood’ contrast beautifully 
with the yellowing leaves of 
silver birch, while Chinese 
lanterns (Physalis alkekengi) 
provide additional warmth with 
their bright orange, lantern¬ 
shaped fruits, ideally in a large 
shrub border in a woodland 
setting. 

Plant perennials such as 
bearded irises at the front of the 
display for structural foliage 
from spring to autumn, and for 
flower colour earlier in the year. 

If you don’t have room to add 
more plants to your borders, 
select a Japanese maple in a pot 
for warm autumn colour. 

Choose a container at least 
30cm in diameter and a 
compost comprising equal parts 
John Innes No 2 potting 
compost and a soil-less 
multipurpose compost. Add lots 
of drainage material in the base 
of the pot and top-dress the 


compost with gravel. 

Ideal specimens for a pot 
include A palmatum dissectum 
‘Garnet’, whose leaves open 
bright red and then deepen to a 
rich garnet colour. This 
deciduous acer is very slow 
growing - up to 1.8m in 10 years 
- and looks great alongside a 
pond or in an ornamental 
planter. 

Acers should be grown in 
moist but well-drained soil. The 
foliage colour is best in dappled 
shade, although full sun can be 
tolerated. 

Shrubs can also provide 
dazzling foliage tints and 
flowers. Look out for Euonymus 
alatus, the spindle bush, which 
is a world away from the 
compact, variegated evergreen 
forms we use for shady gardens 
and winter hanging baskets. 

This one is deciduous, but 
produces spectacular autumn 
colour, producing a molten 
crimson display. It is medium¬ 
sized, fitting into most gardens. 

Other good choices for 
autumn colour include Hebe 
‘Autumn Glory’, which produces 
purple bottle-brush flowers 
which can last until Christmas, 
and the oak-leafed hydrangea 
(Hydrangea quercifolia), whose 
leaves turn purple in autumn 
and hang on to the plant for 
ages. 

If you have a wall which looks 
bare in the cooler months, train 
a colourful pyracantha along it, 
such as P ‘Orange Glow’, which 
produces clusters of sizzling 
orange autumn berries and 
white spring flowers. This 
evergreen shrub has a vigorous, 
dense and spiny habit and can 
also be planted as a barrier 
hedge. Train it like a cordon, and 
in years to come it will reward 
you (and the birds) with masses 
of colourful berries. 

Other shrubs with colourful 
autumn fruits include Berberis x 
carminea ‘Pirate King’, 

Callicarpa bodinieri var giraldii 
‘Profusion’ and Cotoneaster 
salicifolius ‘Rothschildianus’. 

Autumn in the garden can 
truly be the firework display 
before the more muted tones of 
winter set in. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cotinus 

Commonly known as the smoke 
bush because of its fluffy plumes 
of pale pink flowers which 
appear above the foliage in 
summer, producing a smoke¬ 
like haze, this deciduous shrub 
is a must for the autumn garden. 

You need a fair amount of 
space as it can become the size 
of a small tree, so grow it as a 
stand-alone specimen or in a 
large shrub border in sun or 
light shade, in moist but well- 
drained, moderately fertile soil. 

Good choices include C 
‘Flame’, whose oval, light green 
leaves turn brilliant orange-red 
in autumn, and C coggygria 
‘Royal Purple’, grown for its 
purple foliage, whose leaves turn 
orange and red in autumn 
before falling.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

HYBRID-engined vehicles 
may only be a stop-gap 
solution in the search for 
totally eco-friendly 
transport, but more and 
more car makers are 
building at least one such 
drivetrain into their future 
model ranges. 

Toyota and Honda’s early 
successes with half-electric, 
half-petrol powerplants have 
shown that they make a lot of 
sense for the immediate 
future, as research on viable 
long-distance, all-electric and 
fuel-cell vehicles continues. 

Next up with a hybrid motor 
is Subaru, with the Japanese

firm set to reveal a Tourer 
Concept - pictured above - at 
the Tokyo Motor Show at the 
end of October. 

The concept adopts a 
distinct luxury tone, and the 
hybrid powerplant comes with 
all-wheel drive. 

It’s a real eye-catcher, too - 
the Subaru’s premium- 
specification cabin is accessed 
through gullwing doors, and a 
greater sense of space is 
achieved by removing the B- 
pillars, which enhances the 
view for all occupants. 

The concept’s 2.0-litre petrol 
engine is allied to two electric 
motors, powered by lithium- 
ion batteries sited at both the 
front and rear. 

In normal driving conditions 
the direct-injection petrol unit 
supplies the power, but at 
lower speeds and start-up, the 
rear electric motor drives the 
car. 


The forward electric unit, 
mainly used as a power 
generator, kicks in to assist 
performance and efficiency 
when tackling hills. 

“The Hybrid Tourer Concept 
is both technically advanced 
and stylistically enthralling - 
and it hints at future design 
direction,” enthuses Subaru 
UK’s managing director Paul 
Tunnicliffe. 

Subaru will also be showing 
other concepts at the Tokyo 
event, which runs from 
October 21-November 8, 
including an Impreza WRX 
with a distinctive carbon-fibre 
roof. 

Suzuki is also getting in on 
the hybrid act at Tokyo, 
exhibiting a Swift plug-in dual¬ 
power supermini, plus an SX4 
fuel-cell vehicle. 

The Swift is aimed at drivers 
who do around 12-15 miles 
daily, and is driven primarily 


on electric power. Its compact 
660cc engine charges the 
lithium-ion battery if capacity 
drops, and it can also be 
recharged when parked, via a 
domestic plug socket. 

Suzuki’s SX4 FCV fuel-cell 
vehicle, which needs a high- 
pressure hydrogen tank, is 
being tested on public roads in 
Japan. 

Meanwhile Infiniti, the 
luxury car division of Nissan, 
will start selling its first 
production hybrid in spring 
2011 as part of its new M range 
of performance saloons. 

Titled the M35 Hybrid, the 
rear-drive, V6-engined car will 
cut fuel consumption and C02 
emissions without, says 
Infiniti, taking anything away 
from the driving experience. 

The firm’s hybrid system 
uses just the one electric 
motor to aid the 3.5-litre petrol 
unit. 



PEUGEOT’S new 5008

Young drivers: Peer pressure kills

YOUNG drivers are dangerously 
influenced by peer pressure when 
carrying friends as passengers, a 
recent survey has shown. 

A third of motorists aged 17-21 
admitted driving differently when friends 
were in the car, the poll by insurance 
company Aviva revealed. 

More than 20 per cent paid less 
attention to the road, a quarter took their 
hands off the wheel and 15 per cent 
performed illegal manoeuvres, according 
to the survey. 

Also, 11 per cent of male drivers aged 
17-21 and six per cent of women 
motorists of the same age group did not 
wear seatbelts when in the car with 
friends.

Yet nearly all (97 
per cent) of the 
young drivers 
followed rules of 
the road more

per cent drove more 
slowly. 

The poll also 
showed that 39 per 
cent of women 
motorists aged 17- 
21 were not 


confident of driving on motorways, while 
29 per cent were unsure about driving on 
their own. 

fust 27 per cent of young drivers had 
paid to have driving lessons and of these, 
50 per cent took more than four attempts 
to pass the test. 

Aviva motoring expert Nigel Bartram 
said: “Young drivers remain the age group 
with the highest proportion of insurance 
claims, accidents and fatalities on our 
roads. 

“According to Aviva claims data, 
injuries increase exponentially in relation 
to the number of passengers being 
carried.” 

He went on: “In order to reduce these 
statistics young drivers and passengers 
alike need to take personal responsibility 
for their own actions. This means wearing 
a seatbelt at all times regardless of who is 
in the car, driving with fewer passengers 
and not conforming to peer pressure 
while behind the wheel.” 

Meanwhile, in a separate poll, 
motorists have revealed the main 
irritants are topped by boy racers, with 42 
per cent regarding them as an irritant 
(see box). 

Drivers who do not acknowledge acts 
of courtesy on the road were disliked by 
41 per cent of respondents. 

Sunday drivers and school-run 
mothers also made it into a top 10 list of 
motorists’ pet hates in an AA/Populus 


poll of nearly 15,000 AA members. 

Produced for the Autocar and AA Drive 
Better campaign, the poll also revealed 
that slogans such as “baby on board” 
were annoying to only around 5 per cent 
of those surveyed. 

Autocar editor Chas Haslett said: 
“Personal transport is hugely important 
to all of us but we need to make our roads 
better and safer places to be. Being nicer 
to other drivers and acknowledging their 
existence calms everyone down, and 
that’s got to be good for everyone.”

Ford’s top-selling 
Fiesta is third - and the 
cheapest to fix, with an 
average repair cost of just 
£91. 

At the other end of the 
scale, says Warranty 
Direct, 48 per cent of the 
Seat Ibiza models covered 
by the firm recorded a 
fault - with almost 40 per 
cent of the faults 
suspension-related. 

Now you’re 

forewarned, and fore¬ 


armed, on tomorrow’s 
used bargains. 

But supermini sales 
now account for a 
whopping 37.5 per cent 
of all car registrations, as 
motorists seek to make 
the most of the scrappage 
discount, and overall, 
adds Warranty Direct, 
small cars have long held 
sway over their larger, 
heavier cousins when it 
comes to reliability. 

The firm’s figures show 
that the average super¬ 
mini has an average 
breakdown rate of 26 per 
cent. But cars in the 4x4 
and large family 
categories are more likely 
to let drivers down, with 
failure rates of 33 per 
cent and 31 per cent, 
respectively.

‘The impact of the vehicle scrappage scheme is 
now being felt, with thousands of cars bought 
by consumers via the scheme now on the 
road,' says Sue Robinson, Director of the Retail 
Motor Industry Federation (RMIF), representing 
the UK’s new car dealers, commenting on new 
car sales figures for July 2009.

If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so ■ employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 


• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long ■ employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job ■ 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results ■ simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count-but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 


References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 



The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them, You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job ■ most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can doit. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point ■ no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV ■ if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 


A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer ■ so make it count.

Sun on the rise 

DAVID Simcock believes Darley Sun could 
"go right to the top" as a stayer after the 
three-year-old destroyed the opposition in the 
totesport.com Cesarewitch at Newmarket on 
Saturday. 

The Newmarket trainer hoped the horse’s 
class would tell over his inexperience in the 
rough and tumble of a highly-competitive 
handicap. 

That proved the case as the handicap snip 
justified favouritism to come home home five 
lengths clear of the 32-strong field. 

"It’s a very difficult race to win on a 
wonderful day of racing," said Simcock. 
"Three-year-olds have not got a great record 
in the race, but that’s slightly misleading as 
not many get into the race. 

"It was a relief more than anything, as all you 
think about is what could go wrong. 

"Darley Sun is going to progress with racing. 
He does stay and he’s got quicker - he’s got 
that little bit of class as well. 

"The Sagaro (at Ascot) is probably the 
obvious target. The nice thing is that he goes 
into a four-year-old campaign totally 
unpenalised. He could go right to the top." 

Silver untarnished 

JOHN Ryan has not lost any faith in Silver 
Grecian, despite him finishing only fifth in 
the Jumeirah Dewhurst Stakes on 
Champions’ Day. 

The Newmarket trainer said: “He gave them 
three or four lengths at the start, but he 
stayed on again and to be beaten five and a 
half lengths in a Group One is a pretty 
spectacular achievement. 

“We still beat the favourite (Chabal) by two 
lengths and it was a decent-timed race. 

"I think we have to put him away and give 
him a chance to mature and grow. When 
you’ve done as much as you have this year, 
you’ve got to go and take them on again (in 
the 2000 Guineas). 

"We got this horse fit and ready to win first 
time out. He’s an easy horse to work at 
home but we’ll have to assess him in the 
new year and see how much he’s improved. 
"We know that this horse is class - he’s 
proved that time and time again." 

Frankie’s flying 

FRANKIE Dettori celebrated with his 
trademark flying dismount as Schiaparelli 
gave him a first Group One success of the 
season in the Gran Premio del Jockey Club at 
San Siro. The six-year-old took the Group One 
prize in 2007 when trained in Germany and 
doubled up after making all the running. 

Cima De baffling 

CONNECTIONS of Cima De Triomphe were 
at a loss to explain his abject display in 
Saturday’s Caulfield Cup in Australia. 

The Group One-winning colt finished 13th 
behind Viewed to derail Luca Cumani’s 
dreams of Melbourne Cup glory in 
November. 

Sara Cumani, the trainer’s wife, said: “"Not 
much I can say really - the horse was very 
average.” 


HENRY Cecil’s Twice Over stole the 
show on Champions’ Day at 
Newmarket to have the Group One 
flag flying high over Warren Place 
and also initiate a possible trip to 
the Breeders’ Cup. 

The winner of the 10-furlong 
Emirates Airline Champion Stakes 
was guaranteed a place in the 
$3million Breeders’ Cup Turf, 


although connections are more likely 
to look at the Breeders’ Cup Classic if 
they do travel to Santa Anita. 

Teddy Grimthorpe, racing manager 
for owner Prince Khalid Abdullah, 
said: “We hadn’t been looking at the 
Breeders’ Cup before this, but he has 
won this race very well so the Classic 
would be under consideration. 

"The question mark is that the race 
is on a surface that he’s never raced 


on. There is also Hong Kong, but we 
need to discuss it, along with Dubai. 

“He had a very tough race at Ascot 
(Prince Of Wales’s Stakes) and led into 
the closing stages, only to just get 
mugged by three others. The Eclipse 
then probably came too soon and was 
a bit too much. 

“Henry then did the right thing and 
gave him a break and brought him 
back. He then had two comfortable 
races, which is exactly what 
was required - but that is 
the genius that is Henry 
Cecil.” 

Tom Queally, who has 
been confirmed as Twice 
Over’s pilot at Santa Anita, 
had the 14-1 chance in the 
front rank throughout and 
after leading well over two 
furlongs out, his mount 
boxed on well to hold 
Mawatheeq by half a length 
for a deserved success after 
his second to New Approach 
12 months ago. 

Few trainers are more 
popular than Cecil, who has 
battled cancer for four 
years, and he paid tribute to 
his wife lane - “she’s not 
here but if I didn’t have her I 
wouldn’t be here” - and 
Khalid Abdullah, “a very 
supportive man and he’s 
been very loyal to me.” 

As for Twice Over, he said: 
“I think he is better than 
last year and has improved 
with age. He has got 
confidence now and has 
been working very well.” 

Sariska, who was third in 
her first clash against year- 
older colts, will be aimed at 
the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe next year 
The ground and the
